How the Observance of the Mosaic 


Law liaa Preserved the Vigor 


of a Race 


[Dr. It. K. Picard in the Lekure Hour.] 
In enumerating the causes which 


have made the Jewish people BO 
strong and vigorous particular men- 
tion must be made of their observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. This day was 
appointed for the double purpose of 
securing & set portion of time for the 
worship of God and of affording rest 
to the body wearied with its BIZ 
days' labors. Obedience to this pri- 
meval law is still held by the Jews 
to be as strictly binding on them as 
any other religious obligation. 


In Christian countries where the 


Sunday is kept sacred or observed as 
a holiday, another day of rest in ad- 
dition to their Sabbath is obtained, 
thus fortifying them against the 
crushing toil and nervous strain of 
modern life. The loss accruing from 
this enforced abstinence from busi- 
ness worries is more than counter- 
balanced by the gain in nerve power, 
with periodical cebsation from any 
harrasbiDg employment is compen- 
sated. 
This is doubtless one of the 


factors which have helped to invig- 
orate both mind and body, and to 
develop in them those high qualities 
for which they are justly distin- 
guished. 


To sum up—the longevity of the 


Jew is an acknowledged fact. 
In 


his surroundings he is on a par with 
his Christian neighbor. 
If the lo- 


cality in which he dwells" ia un- 
healthy he also suliere, but to a less 
degree. 
If the climate ia ungenial 


its influence tells on him, too, but 
with less injurious effect. 
His vig- 


orous health enables him to resist 
the onset of disease to which others 
succumb. These advantages are for 
the most part owing to his food, his 
temperate habits, and the care taken 
of him ia sickness and poverty 
No 


doubt he is especially fortunate in in- 
heriting a constitution which has 
been built up by attention, for many 
centuries, to hygienic details. His 
meat is drained of blood, so that by 
that means morbid germs are not 
likely to be conveyed into hie sys- 
tem. It is also moat carefully in- 
spected so as to prevent the con- 
sumption of what is unsound, hence 
bis 
comparative 
immunity from 


scrofulous and tuberculous forms of 
disease. 


The Bible is regarded by some 


scientists as an old-fashioned book; 
aut its teaching in relation to hygi- 
enr even they will confess haa not 
become antiquated. 
It must be 


credited with having anticipated and 
recorded for our 
instruction and 


profit doctrines which are now ac- 
cepted as beyond dispute in the de- 
partment of knowledge. In the Mo- 
saic law are preserved sanitary rules 
the habitual observance of which by 
the Jew from generation to genera 
tion has made him superior to all 
other races in respect to health and 
longevity.

courts of Kansas has found a flaw in 
the new prohibitory act of that state, 
whereat there is some astonishment 
expressed. 
The really remarkable 


thing would be the enactment of a 
statute on any charply contested 
subject which some judge could not 
assail, 
In this instance the law au- 


thorizes and requires ths county at- 
torney upon information to subpoena 
and question persons suspected of 
knowledge of violations of the law, 
and where the offense is established 
he shall enter suit in some compe- 
tent court. For the purpose of in- 
suring fidelity it is provided that the 
attorney shall receive a special fee 
upon conviction and be subject to 
penalty for failure to act, 
The de- 


cision in question, 
rendered 
at 


Leavenworth by 
Judge 
Crosier, 


holds this to be the conferring upon 
the county attorney of judicial pow- 
ers to be exerted in a criminal pro- 
ceeding where he is a prosecutor, 
which is cot allowable under the 
constitution. 
Of course the case will 


go to the Supreme Court for final de- 
cision. 
In the meantime the statute 


will probably remain inoperative. 
Not that prohibition will be in sus- 
pense, but that conviction by the 
new and patent process will be set 
aside for the slower but safer ordi- 
nary methods of procedure.

Bye prom- 
ises over three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre. Oats are not quite np to the 
average in condition; the area is larger 
than last season. The supply of old corn 
and wheat in first hands is some larger 
than in May, 1884. The area of meadow 
is some larger than last season. Grass 
has made but little growth, and meadows 
and pastures are much below an average 
in condition. 
Farm laborers are very 


plentiful and wages are a little below the 
average; about half the nsnal area woe 
plowed to May 1st, owing to the back- 
wardness of/the season. There is B de- 
crease in the number of farm animals 
compared with corresponding date hist 
season. Live stock is thin in flesh, and 
the poor condition of the pastures give 
BO encouragement tor early improvement. 
The fruit prospects are not very encour- 
aging; the early and tender varieties of 
fruit are generally winterkilled, eioept in 
sheltered places.—Danville News.

NATURE'S RIDDLES. 


The Instincts of the IjOiver Units of Cre- 


ation. 


Chickens, two minutes after the) 


have left the egg, will follow with theii 
eyes the movements of crawling ini 
sects and peck at them, judging dis- 
tance and direction with almost infalli- 
ble accuracy. 
They will instinctively 


appreciate sounds, readily running to- 
ward an invisible hen hidden in a boj 
when they hear her "call." 
Some 


young birds also have an innate, in 
stinctive horror of the sight of a hawk 
and of the sound of its voice. Swal- 
lows, titmice, tomtits, and wrens, after 
having been confined from birth, are 
capable of flying successfully at once 
when liberated on their wings having 
attained the necessary growth to ren- 
der flight possible. 
The Duke 
ot 


Argyll relates some very interesting' 
particulars about the instincts of birds, 
especially of the water ousel, the mer- 
ganser, and the wild duck. Even as to 
the class of beasts I find recorded: 
"Eivo young polecats were found com- 
fortably imbedded in dry, withered 
grass, and in a side hole', of proper 
dimensions for such a larder, 
were 


forty frogs and toa.ls, all alive, but 
merely capable of sprawling a little. 
On examination the whole number, 
toads and all, proved to have been pur- 
posely and dexterously bitten through 
the "brain." 
Evidently 
the 
par- 


ent 
polecat 
had 
thus 
provided 


the young with food 
which could 


be kept perfectly fresh, because alive, 
and yet was rendered quite unable to 
escape. This singular instinct is like 
others which arc yet more fully devel- 
oped among insects—a class of animals 
the instincts of which are so numerous, 
wonderful and notorious that it will be, 
probably, enough to refer to one or 
two examples. The female carpenter 
bee, in order to protect her eggs, ex- 
cavates, in some piece of wood, a series 
of chambers, in special order with a 
view to pccidiar mode of exit for her 
young; but the young mother cau have 
no conscious knowledge of the series 
of actions subsequently to ensue. 
The 


female of the wasp, sphex, affords an- 
other well-known, but very remarkable, 
example of a complex instinct closely 
related to that already mentioned in 
the case of the polecat. 
The female 


wasp has to provide fresh, living ani- 
mal food for her progeny, which, when 
it quits its egg, quits it in the form ol 
an almost helpless grub, utterly unable 
to catch, retain or kill an active, strug- 
gling prey. Accordingly, the mother 
tuect has not poly to provide and place 


reside her eggs suitable living prey, bat 
BO to treat it that it -may be a helpless, 
unresisting victim. Thaf'victim miy 


e a-mere catcrpiller, or it ma'y be a 
reat, powerful grasshopper, or even 
;hat most fierce, active and rapacious 
of insect tyrants, a fell and venomous 
spider. 
Whichever it may be, the 


wasp adroitly stings it at the spot 
which induces, or in the ^several spots 
which induce, complete paralysis as to 
motion, let us hope as to sensation 
also. This done, the wasp entombs 
the helpless being with, its own egg, 
and leaves it for the support of the fu- 
ture grub.—Si. George Mivart, in Fort-

PREHISTORIC DOGS. 


h« Specimens Which Havo Come Down to 
Us from the Stone and Bronx* Periods, 
In the Danish "kitchen-middens," or 


heaps of household refuse, piled up by 
the men of tho Newer Stone period—a 
time when our Scandinavian 
fore- 


fathers used chipped or polished Dints 
instead of metal for their weapons—aro 
found bone-cuttings belonging to some 
species of the genus Canis. Along 
with those remains aro some of the 
long bones of birds, all tho other bones 
of the said birds being absent. 
Now 


it is known that the bird bones here 
found are the very ones which dogs 
can not devour, while the absent ones 
are such as they can bolt with case, 
and it has been ingeniously argued 
from this that tho remains in quest.jo/1 
did rerilly belong to a domestic dog, 
as, if the animals to which they apper- 
tained had been wolves, they would 
have made short work of the long 
bonos as well as of the others. Other 
dog-bones are found in Denmark in 
later periods. At the time when the 
flint knives were succeeded by bronze 
a large dog existed, and at the time 
when iron was used one larger stall. 
In Switzerland, during tho Newer 
Stone period, a dog existed, which is 
probably the oldest of which we have 
any record. It "partook of the charac- 
ter of our hounds and settlers or span- 
iels," and, in the matter of its skull, 
was about equally remote from the 
wolf and jackal." This dog, too, like 
its Danish contemporary, was succeed- 
ed in the Bronze period by a larger 
variety. Thus we see that at a time 
when our ancestors were living "in 
dens and ca^es of the earth" in a state 
of civilization about equal to that of 
the African or Australian aborigines of 
the present day, the dog was already 
systematically 
kept and "selected," 


that is, any good varieties which ap- 
peared wero taken note of -and kept up. 
—Cassell's Natural History. 


THE SHIAHS AND SUNIS. 


A Bad Position to Place One In Who Did 


Nat Know Tlulr Peculiarities. 


One of tho most striking character- 


istics of tho Afghan and Turcoman 
'tribes, which has more than once been 
very skillfully utilized by Russia in her 
operations against them, is thecxtreae 
bitterness with which they take sides in 
the great controversy between Suni 
and Shiah sects, which may be called 
the Catholics and Protestants of Islam. 
The Shiahs, who are strong in Persia, 
hold Mohammed's son-in-law, Ali, the 
fourth Caliph, to be the prophet's only 
legitimate successor, denouncing his 
three forerunners as usurpers, while 
tho Sunis, who abound in Afghanistan, 
hold a directly opposite creed. 
This 


feeling, which has made the countless 
Perso-Afghan wars unspeakably fero- 
cious, is carried to such a height that an 
Englishman who lately begged the life 
of a wounded Persian, was answered 
by one of his Afghan comrades: "Were 
bo only an unbeliever I would spare 
him, but being a Shiah he must die." 
A stranger entering an Afghan or Tur- 
coman camp is often met with the chal- 
lenge, "What say'st thou of the first 
three Caliphs?" "and should he pro- 
nounce in their favor, the crucial ques- 
tion follows, "What think'st thou of 
Ali?" to which if ho value his life, ho 
must reply, "Ali was a Kalir",(inlidel).

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 19, 12:45.— 


John A. Logan has just been elected 
United States Senator, having received 
103 votes. The Democrats did not vote. 


• SPRINGFELD, ILL., May 19.—On the 
•«MC£ ballot Logan received 103 Repub- 
lican votes, a quorum of the joint assem- 
bly, but the Democrats refused to vote. 
When Logan's vote was ascertained the 
Democrats demanded a call of absentees, 
and when this was declared in order they 
commenced to vote for Farwell with the 
view of creating a liopubllcan stampede. 


liflfir. M.—The Democrats are still 


trying to secure the election of Harwell. 
One Democrat, to block the scheme, cast 
his vote for Losan.

Details of tha Protracted Straggle. 
Srr.iNGWELD, ILL, Slay 19.—John A. 


Logan has been chosen as his own suc- 
cessor in the United States Seuate. Not 
until nearly three o'clock this afternoon 
was the result announced, although for 
nearly three hours was the victory with- 
in his grasp. The roll-call at noon to- 
day showed a fall House and Senate. The 
Kepublicaus were confident and forced 
the fighting. 
A crowd of Senators led 


by George White, surrounded Kngar, 
with the hope ol keeping him in line. 
They succeeded, and when his name was 
called he shouted out "John A. Logan." 
A scene of wild confusion followed. 
The 


Kepublicans were almost beside them- 
selves with joy. The Democrats did not

Proves the Truth of His Assertion 


Makes the Leap, But is Carried

Some Account of His Past History—A 


Varied Experience and Check- 


ered Career. 


NEW YOHK, May 20.—Professor R. E 


Odium arrived in this city from Wash 
ington ou Friday last to perfect arrange 
merits for his contemplated jump from 
the East Elver Bridge in East Eiv.cr 
When seen yesterday by a reporter a 
Captain Boyton's place ia West Twenty- 
ninth street, he said: 
* "I propose to jump from the bridge, 
notwithstanding the statement of the 
bridge officials that they will prevent me 
I am confident the feat can be performet 
without mishap, and I can assure thu 
public 
that 
I 
am as 
jealous ol 


my personal safety as a man well can be 
I have carefully taken into consideration 
every detail in connection with the un- 
dertaking, and the more I study the firmer 
I am convinced of its feasibility. The 
height of the bridge is 140 feet, being but 
thirty feet higher than the jump I made 
in 1883 at Marshall Hall, on the Potomac, 
which, in my opinion, was far more dan- 
gerous than my proposed jump from the 
East River bridge. 
In jumping I will 


be attired in a close-fitting jersey, waist 
and trunks, and will step off with the 
left foot first and strike the water with 
both feet close together. 
My friends 


will be in a boat below the bridge and 
will signal me when the river is clear of 
boats, so there will be no danger of land- 
ing on the upper deck of a ferry boat or 
Sound steamer. 
Captain Boyton will 


also be in the water attired in his nautical 
rig to render me assistance should it be 
required." 


A few minutes after six o'clock last 


evening the Professor jumped from near 
the center of the 
bridge, and after 


striking the water 
disappeared for a 


few seconds. On reappearing at the sur- 
face of the water he seemed to be uncon- 
scious, and was carried some distance by 
the tide. 


Captain Roe of the tug boat Chas. 


Runyan, who witnessed the act, suc- 
ceeded with some difficulty in reaching 
the body and took it to Pier 11 Kast 
River, where it was taken charge of by 
his friends. The act was witnessed by 
hundreds of people who were crossing 
the bridge, and at first it was thought to 
be a case of suicide. 


When the body of the Professor was 


landed at the dock pier 11, it was found 
that 
life had expired. 
Captain Roe 


stated that Odlnm was alive when taken 
from the water, but died before reaching 
the pier. 
At the request of the dead 


mnn's friends, the body was removed to 
470 Pearl street, where Coroner Kennedy 
will hold an inquest to-day.
